New York, Dec. 28.—Speculation is 
rife on the maratime exchange over the 
possible fate of the Samana, which

upon the subject now. I have had 
many inquiries about this eclipse to 
answer in person and by letter, and 


is to be looked for and how to see it. 
As is well known to the readers of the 
GazetTre, an eclipse of the sun is 


brought about by the moon passing 
between the sun and the earth. On 


so far away from the earth that its 
shadow does not reach us. Then the 
moon appears smaller than the sun, 
and an observer standing in line with 
the sun and moon will see the moon 


upon the face of the sun as a large, 
black ball, with a brilliant ring of the 
sun’s body surrounding it. Such 
eclipses are called annular or ring 
eclipses, from the ring of sunlight 
which is then seen to momentarily 
surround the black body of the moon. 
The eclipse of next New Year’s Day is: 
not annular, but total. This is for the 
reason that the moon will then be near 
enough to us for the point of its 
shadow to reach the earth; and, when 
it happens, could the observers be 
hung up in mid-heavens, and thus be 
able to look down upon that portion of 
the earth over which the shadow of 
the moon will sweep, it would be seen 
to strike the earth’s surface in latitiide 
53° north and in longitude 180° west 
from Greenwich in the midst of the 
Aleutian Islands, and at once move 
swiftly towards the southeast in a 
curving line to a point in latitude 36° 
north and 138° west, and then chan 
ing its direction to northeasterly it 
would be seen to strike the California

After leaving the State of Nevada at 
its northeast corner the shadow will

Winnipeg, Canada. Thaus its track, 
ns pe marked out, takes the shape 
8 horse shoe, with the toe of the 
shoe pointing southward. The shape 
of the moon’s. shadow, at ite com- 
mencement upem- the earth’s surface, 
is that of an elongated eclipse pointing 
toward the northwest. As it journeys 
along down the Pacific ocean to the 
middie of its course it gradually 
shortens up to become a circle, or 
nearly so; and again elongates into an 
ecli at the noint where the 
~ w crosses the California and Ne- 
vada boundary, where it is one hun- 
dred and thirty miles long and sixt 
and a half miles wide. It moveg wit 
the amazing velocity of about a mile 
in each second of time. The intereat- 
ing phases of an eclipse to observe are 
as follows: 

First—The approach of the moon’s 
shadow. This is best done from the 
top of a mountain or high hill. Any 
eminence much above the general sur- 
face will answer, The shadow comes 
sweeping down upon you from the | 
west just as totality begins, and its ap- 
proach can be y ved. 

Second—At the moment that total- 
ity begins the sun’s corona flashes out 
in the sky surrounding the dark body 
of the moon, in an indiscribable halo 
of glorious white light, which ig in

This necessitates a thorough expianation 
of minutz# and calis for a system of con:- 
munication for which a limited use of signs 
would not answer. The system, whatever 
it is, involves, no doubt, an elaboration of 
signs, aided whenever chance offers the 
means by written communication. The 
secret use of the latter means for express- 
ing ideas and purposes will not answer for 
the completeness of information convicts ob- 
tain of what takes place in prison waks, for, 
whether any thing occurs in the office or the 
most distant part of the prison, within fif- 
teen minutes there is not a convict who 
does not know all aboutit. Penitentiary 
officials have tried again aad again to ob- 
tain even a clew to the system, but they 
are no nearer a solution than when they 
first began to investigate the matter. They 
know there is a system, and that it rests on 
signs, but whether on those made with 
fingers, eyes and lips, or the bringing into 
play of other features, or whether it de- 
pends on all together, they do not know. 
Prisoners, tocurry favor with the officials, 
often tell them what they have learned 
from c‘ her convicts. They go to the especial 
tronbie at times in exposing plots, and are 
ready to reveal every thing except the 
means by which they learned the facts. No 
convict has yet given the slightest sugges- 
tion which would lead to the discovery of 
the secret that has defied the shrewdest de- 
tectives. ‘I haye seen,’’ said an ex-prison 
official, ‘‘ two convicts, six feet apart, facing 
each other. They did not utter a word, nor 
could I discern the slightest move- 
ment of the lips or eyes, yet I knew 
they were communicating something. 
They gazed at. each other for a moment or 
two before I had a chance to interfere, but I 
am satisfied that one told the other all he 
wished to tell.” 

Attorney-General Michener relates an in- 
cident or two showimg the perfection to 
which the convicts have carried their sys- 
tem-of conveying information among them- 
selves. On his first visit to Jeffersonville to 
look into the matter of Jack Howard’s short- 
coming as Warden of the Southern prison 
he was sitting in the office of the prison one 
afternoon, when the Deputy W arden or some 
other subordinate asked him if he did not 
wish to go through the shops. It was some- 
thing he did not expect to do, but, accepting 
the invitation, they passed through the inner 
gates, crossing the first cell-rooms, out into 
the court-yard and across that directly to 
the shoe factory... They were not three 
minutes in going, nor did they stop any- 
where until they reached the factory. The 
Attorney-General had gone but q few feet 
into the room with the prison officers when 
a convict stepped up, and, asking the latter 
if he could speak tothe gentleman with him, 
said, on permission being given him: “‘ You 
are the Attorney-General?” 

‘‘ Yes,’’ was the only reply of that Officer. 

Your name is. Michener?’’ 


‘* Yes; but how ry ) you know that? I have 
never sucu you 


‘*That is true, Aa “did I ever see you un- 
til now, although Iam from Shelby Coun- 
ty.””

he asked him to see the Governor in his be- 
half.
